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LITTLE VISITS TO THE STUDS 


THE BLOOD-HORSE

TO BELAIR FARM. 


OU drive out the Richmond pike past 

those dried-up reservoirs until you 
come to the Walnut Hill pike. Then turn 
right and follow up and down until you 
come to the gate with the legend “Belair,” 
some nine miles southeast of Lexington. 
You go in, close the gate behind and follow 
the road through the pasture. Those are 
Leslie Combs’ mares over there cropping 
the not altogether luxuriant blue grass. 
The handsome critter with the bay coat 
and the black points is Mate’s dam, 
Killashandra. On up the hill, through 
another gate, along an avenue of high 
and aged trees you come to a hous2 only 
a little less high and a little less aged than 
the trees. Out of the house comes Leslie 
Combs, owner of Belair Farm. 

Mr. Combs and the house are of the 
same age. They date from 1852. The 
Belair Farm which they inhabit contains 
440 acres of the original grant of land to 
Isaac Shelby, first Kentucky governor. 
For about fifty vears Mr. Combs has been 
breeding Thoroughbreds and for the last 
forty years of that time he has been a 
resident at Belair. It is a family of horse- 
men. His father, Gen. Leslie Combs, was 
a president of the Kentucky Association 
in the middle 1830’s. His sons, Brownell 
and Lucas 5B. Combs, are _ breeders. 
Brownell cares for his stock at Belair 
and Lucas B. keeps his horses at Runner’s 
Rest, which is the “back side” of the 
Belair estate, fronting on Shelby Lane. 
“Luke” also keeps a number of horses at 
Broadside, the former Wilkirson farm on 
the Mt. Tabor road, which he bought re- 
cently and named in honor of the son of 
Man o’ War which provided most of the 
funds for its purchase. Members of the 
family are now more heavily interested in 
the production of Thoroughbreds than at 
any time in the past. 

For the past several years the produce 
of mares owned by the elder Mr. Combs 
and his sons have been bringing some of 
the highest prices at the Saratoga year- 
ling sales. And this fact sometimes pro- 
vokes Mr. Combs to smile when he 
recollects Florence. In the late seventies 
he gave Wickliffe Preston $700 for a mare 
by Lexington out of *Weatherwitch, by 
Weatherbit. He owned her only a short 
time, during which she gave birth to a 


brown filly by Virgil. He sold the mare 
and her suckling then to his father-in- 
law, D. D. Swigert, master of Elmendorf, 
for $1,000. Mr. Swigert bred the mare 
back to Virgil and the next year she pro- 
duced Hindoo. Furthermore, the suckling 
grew up, was named Florida, and became 
the dam of the great mare Firenzi. 

Another thing Mr. Combs has to think 
about is the way he treated Mercedes when 
he was young. Mr. Preston had a young 
Thoroughbred mare by Melbourne, Jr., 
out of Lady Hardaway, which he used for 
a saddle horse. Mr. Combs bought her to 
ride, then decided he needed a nag for 
harness. So he traded her to Mr. Swigert 
for a phaeton horse. Mr. Swigert sold 
her to some one in Missouri, whereupon 
Ezekiel Clay and Catesby Woodford sent 
for her, brought her back to Kentucky, 
and from her bred, in successive years, 
Runnymede and Barnes, both by *Billet, 
both among the best of their generation. 

But bygones are bygones and _ there 
were mares in the front pasture to be 
looked at. 

It is weaning time at Belair and there 
are no yvoungsters in the field with the 
mares. The sucklings were taken away 
from their dams about two weeks ago, and 
there was no regard taken for “the sign.” 
As a matter of fact, according to Mr. 
Combs, “the sign was about as far wrong 
as possible, but they weaned as well as 
ever.”” Mr. Combs likes to have all the 
superstitions in his favor, but when it is 
inconvenient to have them so, he doesn’t 
notice that it hurts him any. 

On this subject the three Messrs. Combs 
make up their minds’ independently. 
Brownell heretofore has adhered to wean- 
ing when the sign is in the leg, but this 
vear he paid no attention to the zodiac and 
the foals did as well as they ever did. 

“T never will worry about the sign 
again,” he says. 

But on the other hand, Lucas is a de- 
voted student of that perennial gentleman 
in the front of the Ladies’ Birthday Al- 
manac. He does not merely wait until the 
sign is in the leg. He waits till it is clear 
down in the feet before he weans them. 
So he is going to wean on October 6. 

But those mares. Killashandra was one 
of them, and just now she is the most 
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AMERICA’S CHANCE. 
HERE was a 33 per cent slump in the market 
for yearlings at Doncaster in September. 
That is to say, 33 per cent by comparison with 
the prices obtained in 1929. The market clicked 
back to the pre-war notch—to about the prices 
of 1913. The British breeders, we gather from 
the English press, were rather expecting it. Con- 
ditions in all of Europe are such that an upstand- 
ing Thoroughbred horse market in England this 

year is out of the question. 

Already several Americans have purchased 
first quality British Thoroughbreds for two- 
thirds, and less than that, of their value, and 
unless THE BLOOD-HORSE is guessing wide of the 
mark, others will be at Newmarket in December 
to bring over the better individuals of the best 
British bloodstock to be had out of that vendue. 

As we see it, America has here a grand oppor- 
tunity to gain a firm foothold in the creation of 
a world market for Thoroughbreds. It is not 
at once an opportunity to supplant England in 
that respect, but to make such inroads in that di- 
rection as to divide the business in a short time. 

Do we hear some one saying we already have 
in this country more than enough horses? 
Granted, as to numbers, but not as to quality. 
We have first quality horses, yes. Good enough 
for competition anywhere, but not so well adver- 
tised as England’s best. 

If we bring over first quality individuals of 
those better advertised British Thoroughbreds and 
cross them with our own first quality Thorough- 
breds we soon will have horses to command at- 
tention and be wanted in all parts of the world— 
horses as good as or better than the best of today. 

For every first quality British Thoroughbred 
Americans bring over this winter we could well 
afford to destroy several of our least desirable 
native horses. A young Kentuckian, in THE 
BLOoD-HORSE office a few days ago, stated that 
a number of elderly matrons in a stud that had 
come under his control would be humanely put 
to death. “Several are blind and somewhat de- 
crepit,” he said, ‘and others have not produced 
for some time. It is better for the country that 


they shall cease to exist.” 
Sentimentalists are not expected to agree with 
this procedure, but economists will give it ap- 


proval. We think it better humanely to destroy 
an animal which has become worthless for rac- 
ing or breeding purposes than that it be brought 
into a sales ring and knocked off to some trader 
or another for a mere pittance. Such animals in 
the largest number of instances are afterward 
maltreated. 

Animals like Exterminator and Sarazen have 
earned the pensions they are drawing and the 
ease and comfort they are having, but there have 
been few such in the annals of the Turf. Horses 
of little or no accomplishment in racing and un- 
fortified with illustrious and productive ances- 
try should be given no consideration whatsoever, 
and should be banished from the Turf. If they 
are not voluntarily put aside by their owners, 
there should be a fund through which at nominal 
cost they can be cast out. 


Breeders and owners of Thoroughbred horses 
can well afford to take heed of the practices of 
the great fruit dispensing agencies. If the fruit 
is not good it is not shipped. If it is shipped and 
the market becomes weak or glutted the fruit 
never reaches the vendor's cart or stand. It goes 
into the sea. 

Thus appears only sufficient to supply the de- 
mand, and the price holds up. If breeders of 
Thoroughbreds would mate only their best and 
destroy the worst of the issue from this best, 
they would always enjoy a high market, and the 
country would naturally have fewer and better 
horses, and there would be better racing for 
higher stakes and purses, because there would be 
more people flocking to the courses to see the 
greater contests. 

Will not the breeders make a start by coming 
together at Lexington during the week beginning 
November 17 to discuss this problem? It seems 
to THE BLOOD-HORSE strange that some leader has 
not come forward to carry on the movement. 
Remember that two or three or more working 
together can gain more than the same number 
of individuals can accomplish working alone. 
Let each one resolve to do a part and let him or 
her speak to the next one immediately about 
that resolution. That will bring out the leader 
and that will start the movement and the move- 
ment once started will gain momentum and in a 
short while results will be attained. Let’s go.

AGNIFICO the magnificent. Here is one of 

which much was expected. He was said to 
be the embodiment of all those qualities which go 
to make up the super-horse. And, mind you, he 
may yet live up to advance notices; mayhap 
even before this reaches you, but just at present 
you can write your own ticket. 


For the benefit of those few persons who may 
never have heard the expounding of the great- 
ness of Magnifico, it may be said that he is a 
chestnut colt, 2, by Bunting—Miniato; the prop- 
erty of Harry Payne Whitney; the grandest 
specimen of the Thoroughbred extant and a true 
hidalgo among Thoroughbreds—in the mornings. 
That much has never been questioned. The 
Whitney “board of strategy,” which is reputed 
to be composed of some of the real “high-domes” 
of racing, expected him to prove himself another 
of that category for which is reserved a niche 
in the hall of fame. And, sad to relate, like 
“Casey at the bat,” Magnifico was a rank failure 
in his first essay. A troop of lowly maidens 
walked postward with the grand Magnifico. He 
towered over the rest of the field; besides the 
son of Bunting they seemed inconsequential. And 
when the barrier was sprung, Magnifico lunged 
to the front, all of which suited about ninety- 
nine per cent of the punters perfectly. But one 
of those lowly maidens collared him at the 
eighth pole and ran him down, winning by a 
head. Mr. Healey started him back and once 
more Magnifico weakened in the final drive, be- 
ing beaten by a “whisker” for the winner’s share 
of what was expected to be a mere romp for the 
big chestnut. Then he brought him out for the 
Breeders’ Futurity. “Sonny’’ Workman selected 
him rather than Pennate for his mount. The best 
he did was fifth. 


“What’s wrong with this picture?” Probably 
one or more of three things, i. e., he hasn’t any 
heart, his ankles are bothering him, or he hasn’t 
fully matured as yet. According to those who 
have had the pleasure of seeing him, Magnifico 
is, in appearance, at least, all his name signifies, 
but for one thing—those mushy ankles, which 
have been fired. A bright chestnut with white 
stockings behind and white ankles in front, he 
has a conspicuous blaze and a patch of grey hair 
on the near side. He is cast in a heroic mould, 
with great girth, a fine shoulder, large quarters, 
powerfully muscled over all and with the best 
of legs and feet, barring, of course, the fore 
ankles. He has a fine, masculine neck, a blood- 
like, intelligent head, large, luminous eyes and 
a wide forehead—an equine picture. He is as 
large as most 3-year-olds, which fact, as opposed 
to his bad ankles, may result in a premature end 
to his racing career. Now, I wouldn’t think a 
horse like that would be shy on heart, would 
you? 

During training hours, halves around :47, and 
five furlongs under a minute are as nothing to 
Magnifico, but they don’t have many races over 
those distances in this country. Again, those 
works over short dashes aren’t very taxing to a 
racer’s racing heart, neither is he so apt to tail 
off at the end and stop because of a leg ailment. 
Perhaps, encouraged by his extreme speed, his 
connections started him long before he should 
have been subjected to the strenuous training 
ease necessary to preparation for racing, this consider- 
eee ing his bulk. And there are some who steadfast- 
ee ly maintain that there is nothing whatever the 


matter with him but that he just needed those 
few races under his belt to move him to top 
form. 

The writer was informed several weeks prior 
to Magnifico’s first start, from a source he has 
found practically infallible, that the colt would 
probably disappoint. However, it is too early 
to pass judgment on him. Possibly in his next 
start from the day this is written, he will show 
that the confidence reposed in him by the close 
observers and the “board of strategy” was not 
in the least misplaced; maybe it will be in the 
Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes, maybe never. I 
have become greatly interested in his case and 
am going to follow it as closely as possible. Mr. 
Healey has said that he has great expectations 
of Magnifico as a 3-year-old, when he shall have 
“found himself” in racing. 

Bred as he is, by a Futurity winner and a 
grandson of another (Pennant) in the male line 
and tracing to the famous racing and producing 
mare, Firenzi, on the bottom line, there is no 
reason why he shouldn’t make someone a grand 
sire. True, he was lame, but how many horses 
are retired to the stud sound? Very few, I'll 
warrant you. It would appear that the opportu- 
nity is soon coming for some smart breeder to 
acquire outright or by lease a real sire prospect. 


Since the foregoing was written, Magnifico, at 
Havre de Grace, making his fourth start, has 
won a race and has been third to Equipoise and 
Don Leon in the Eastern Shore Handicap.—Bditor. 


LEADING MONEY-WINNING MARES 


HE leading money-winning mare of all time 

is Princess Doreen, bred by John E. Madden 

and owned throughout her racing career and up 

to the present by the Audley Farm. In five 

years of racing she won a total of $174,745, and 

for four consecutive seasons her earnings were 
above $20,000. 

She ran first August 21, 1923, at Saratoga and 
finished fourth in a five furlongs race. That fall 
she graduated in a maiden claiming race at 
Latonia. By the end of the season, though she 
had not won a stakes event, she had earnings of 
$6,525. At three she won the Coaching Club 
American Oaks, 1 3-8 miles; Labor Day Handi- 
cap (Hawthorne), 1 1-4 miles; Falls City Handi- 
cap, 1 1-8 miles, and Covington Handicap, 1 1-16 
miles. She was second in the Kentucky Oaks, 
Latonia Oaks, Alabama Stakes, Chicago Special, 
Prince George Handicap and Gadsden D. Bryan 
Memorial Handicap. 

At four she won the Independence Handicap, 
1 3-16 miles; Cincinnati Times-Star Handicap, 
1 1-16 miles; Commercial-Tribune Handicap, 
1 1-16 miles; Western Hills Handicap, 1 3-16 
miles; Cincinnati Enquirer Handicap (Coney 
Island), 1 1-8 miles; Covington Handicap, 1 1-16 
miles; Autumn Handicap (Latonia), six fur- 
longs; and the Bowie Handicap, 1 1-2 miles. She 
finished second in the Thanksgiving Handicap 
(Bowie) and was third in the Harford, Grainger 
Memorial, Inaugural (Latonia), Enquirer (La- 
tonia), Flint Stone Memorial, Pimlico Cup and 
Gadsden D. Bryan Memorial Handicaps and in 
the Chicago Special. 

At five, in 1926, she took the Inaugural Handi- 
cap (Latonia), 1 1-16 miles, was second in the 
Grainger Memorial, Independence and Bowie 
Handicaps, and third in the Saratoga Cup and 
Pimlico Cup Handicap. 

At six she won the Independence Handicap,

1 3-16 miles, and the Greater Chicago Handicap, 
1 1-16 miles, was second in the Hotel Statler 
Handicap and third in the Lincoln and Oak Park 
Handicaps. 


In many of her winning and losing races, 
Princess Doreen was pitted against the best 
racers in America, and numerous track records 
were broken in contests in which she partici- 
pated. Her racing record follows:

SINGAPORE’S ST. LEGER

URING the St. Leger preliminaries, the thir- 

teen competitors were as dry as a chip, and 
the absence of any sweating was an indication 
of how well the horses had been trained for the 
race. The two best-looking colts, from a “classic” 
standard, were Parenthesis and Singapore, and 
as I looked them over before they were saddled, 
I thought what splendid sires they would make 
if the contest proved them to be as good as they 
appeared. This point was made in my summing 
up of the race, and it was made more apparent 
after they had been saddled. 

Diolite is lighter of bone than the pair named, 
while Rameses the Second, though appearing 
hard and muscular, is a little on the coarse side. 
Seer, on looks, was outclassed, and I liked Ut 
Majeur, a level shapely colt, more than Rustom 
Pasha, who is wanting in symmetry. Christo- 
pher Robin could not have looked better, a re- 
mark that applied to the smallest of the party, 
the game little Prince Paradise. 

Parenthesis moved remarkably well in the can- 
ter to the post, as did Fairy Prince, who now 
sweated a little, and Singapore. Diolite moved 


with an easy, elastic stride, and Christopher 
Robin could not be faulted in his slow paces. 


They were a fairly orderly lot at the gate, and 
at the second attempt they were sent on their 
journey to a good start. The first to break the 
line was Ut Majeur, who immediately took the 
rails berth. The two slowest into their strides 
were Parenthesis and Rustom Pasha, but they 
lost very little ground, and on settling down the 
last pair were Iliad, who was in blinkers and 
seemed in a sullen mood, and Fairy Prince, who 
was outpaced. 


When a quarter of a mile had been traversed, 
Algonquin was showing the way with a slight 
lead of Christopher Robin, Prince Paradise, Ut 
Majeur, and Singapore. The last named was 
getting well down to his work, and was in front 
of Parenthesis, Rustom Pasha, and Diolite. The 
Guineas winner was galloping all too freely and 
pulling hard for his head. 


In the order named they went out of sight be- 
hind the mount. On re-appearing Christopher 
Robin was disputing the lead with Algonquin two 
lengths ahead of Ut Majeur, Paranthesis, Singa- 
pore, and Diolite. Along the far stretch Iliad 
raced up from the ruck and took a more forward 
position, but it was only a flash in the pan, and 
he lost his place again before reaching the 
straight. 


As the field began to make the bend into the 
straight Ut Majeur closed up the gap that the 
two pacemakers had set up. He was closely fol- 
lowed by Parenthesis, Diolite, who was beginning 
to falter, Rameses the Second, and Seer. Singa- 
pore hereabouts dropped back a couple of places, 
as if being steadied, but his jockey was quick to 
get him well placed as the field turned into the 
straight and headed for home. Algonquin and 
Christopher Robin raced into the straight head 
and head, but were both done with in the next 
furlong, when Ut Majeur, on the rails, took the 
lead, closely attended by Parenthesis, Singapore, 
Diolite, and Rameses the Second, these being well 
in advance of Rustom Pasha. 


Three furlongs from home Ut Majeur lost the 
lead to Paranthesis, who raced head and head with 
Singapore for the next furlong. Lord Glanely’s 
colt then forged ahead, and racing almost up- 
sides with Parenthesis, Ut Majeur was a little 
pinched for room on the rails. Once in the lead 
Singapore never looked like losing his advantage, 
and went on to win decisively by a length and a 
half from Parenthesis. Rustom Pasha, three- 
parts of a length away, deprived his stable com- 
panion of third place. Ut Majeur was a little 
more than a length away fourth. 

After a gap of six lengths came Seer (bumped 
at the turn) fifth; Rameses the Second, a head 
off, was sixth. Diolite (did not stay) was close 
up seventh; Prince Paradise (ran remarkably 
well), eighth; Redeswood was ninth. After a 
long gap came Fairy Prince (outpaced) tenth; 
Tliad (six lengths away) eleventh; Algonquin 
(lead for 1 1-4 miles) twelfth, and Christopher 
Robin last. Time, 3:09 1-5.

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ODDS AND ENDS

LD ROSEBUD is now thoroughly convinced 

that George D. Widener has in Jamestown 
the champion juvenile of the year. He admits 
that the son of St. James is about eight inches 
better than Equipoise going six and one-half 
furlongs. And according to reports from the 
Widener camp, the Whitney colt is probably 30 
yards the better over that distance in the mud. 
However, luckily or not for Jamestown, there 
was no mud on the Widener course on Futurity 
day. Equipoise had no excuses; ’tis said that he 
appeared a winner a sixteenth from the wire, but 
Jamestown very gallantly answered the call of 
McAtee and came again to nose him out. That 
nose meant a difference of about $90,000. 


Barring the tight fit between the two colts, the 
most impressive thing, to my mind, about this 
latest Belmont Futurity was the performance of 
Colonel Edward Riley Bradley’s Baba Kenny. 
This miss finished fifth, after running right on 
the pace all the way, behind Jamestown, Equi- 
poise, Mate and Polydorus, being beaten about 
seven lengths for all the money, but she was giv- 
ing two of the colts which preceded her, Mate 
and Polydorus, five pounds actual weight, and 
conceding several pounds to Novelist, Sun 
Meadow, Anchors Aweigh, Ormesby, Risque, 
Dunstan, Ladder, Sir Ashley and Barometer (her 
stablemate), she easily led them to the wire; 
Epithet, carrying three pounds more actual 
weight (130), also followed in her wake. Ac- 
cording to my yardstick, that makes Baba Kenny 
an exceptional filly. Oh yes, you can get out 
the book and dust off such as Anita Peabody, 
Artful, Hamburg Belle and several more, per- 
haps, which loom as having been better in their 
second year, but they are few and far between 
and this is another day and a more important 
one, it being the present. Furthermore, we can- 
not be sure just how those ladies would have 
fared in the last renewal of the Futurity, they 
may have done better than Baba Kenny and they 
may not. So much for that. 


By virtue of her recent victory in the Matron, 
a filly stakes which has been run long enough 
to have gained considerable historic significance, 
the Bradley miss is well in the lead of the juve- 
nile fillies in the matter of earnings. She has 
started seven times to date; winning on three 
occasions, was second once and third three times, 
the Futurity marking the first and only time 
thus far this season that she has finished out- 
side the first three. 


Baba Kenny I have known since she followed 
at her mother’s side in the green paddocks at 
Idle Hour, where she, her sire, Black Servant, 
and her dam, Betty Beall, were bred and reared. 
I saw her sire set the pace all the way in the 
Kentucky Derby of 1921, only to be nosed out by 
his stablemate in the last few yards, and her dam 
win the Breeders’ Futurity, only to be disquali- 
fied. All of which gives me a friendly interest 
in the doings of their little daughter. Maybe she 
will make amends for the bitter disappointments 
in the racing careers of her parents. Both her 
maternal grandsire, *North Star III, and her 
paternal grandsire, Black Toney, are in service 
at Idle Hour. 

Baba Kenny is exactly seven-eighths English 
in blood, but she is not eligible to registration in 
the English Stud Book. Her American blood 
coming through Peter Pan would bar her, but it 
is very probable that she owes much of her quali- 


ty to that strain. As a matter of personal pref- 
erence, I like it better than all the Sundridge, 
Bend Or, St. Simon and Rosicrucian blood in her 
veins. If I be not mistaken, to Barry Shannon, 
the very capable manager of Idle Hour Farm, be- 
longs the honor of having selected the mating 
which produced Baba Kenny. Incidentally, since 
we are discussing Idle Hour horses, I understand 
that Colonel Bradley says *Bit o’ White, and not 
Bubbling Over, is his favorite Thoroughbred. 
This news comes as something of a surprise, as 
practically all of us were of the impression that 
the son of *North Star III was his particular 
pet. I seem to recall seeing this daughter of 
Sunstar winning in her first appearance under 
colors, in a 2-year-old dash at Churchill Downs, 
and later watching her win the Louisville Cup at 
two miles in wonderfully fast time. 


What with the reports of the desk of Barry 
Shannon, guiding spirit of Colonel Bradley’s 
great charitable objective, the Orphans’ Day race 
meeting, being piled high each morning with res- 
ervations for boxes at Idle Hour’s private race 
track for the day’s sport, it would appear that 
this year’s meeting will net the many bene- 
ficiaries much more than either of the two pre- 
vious meetings. “Everybody who is anybody” 
will be present and aside from whatever spiritual 
comfort they gain through knowing that they are 
aiding in so worthy a cause they will see.a fine 
afternoon of racing. Another sportsmanlike and 
charitable gesture of Colonel Bradley’s is the 
placing of the stud fees of each of his sires, with 
the exception of old Black Toney, at $1,000, 
thereby making it possible for the “little breed- 
ers” to avail themselves of the services of some 
of the finest sires in the world. Is it any wonder 
that all of Kentucky rejoices each time a Brad- 
ley racer wins an important event ?

UST finished reading, with much attendant in- 
terest, one of those lengthy articles on pedi- 
grees and theories which are a feature of The 
Thoroughbred Record (Lexington). Herr Fred- 
erick Becker, of Blankenese, Germany, a widely 
known writer on breeding topics, is the author 
and he is dealing with the get of the great Eng- 
lish sire, Hurry On. He advances an interesting 
comparison of the bay or brown and the chest- 
nut sons of the subject. Herr Becker states that 
Hurry On’s chestnut sons are far superior to his 
bays or browns. This said, he sets about to tell just 
why and winds up with the following: “The main 
point is that Hurry On’s chestnut offspring are 
of a conformation entirely different from that of 
his bay, or brown. Nobody, except ‘Mankato,” 
will deny that the conformation of a horse de- 
termines his action and, in due course, his rac- 
ing ability.” Surely this is daring, even for one 
of Herr Becker’s reputation as one of the world’s 
leading authorities on such subjects. 


He asserts “point blank” that the conformation 
of a horse determines his action and that action 
determines racing ability. I gather from the 
wonderful narratives by “Salvator,” the most 
fluent of them all, that he, too, has come to per- 
ceive that one who has made a study of the con- 
formation and action of the Thoroughbred type 
can, after thoroughly inspecting any group of 
young horses and observing them closely in ac- 
tion, with well nigh unerring finger point out 
those which are natural sprinters, stayers, “mud- 
ders,” weight-carriers, etc., before they have ever 
faced the barrier. Sounds sort of foolish, per- 


haps, to the horseman who never sees farther 
than the betting-shed and his watch, but a fact, 
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nevertheless. There is a trite saying that “horses 
run in all shapes and sizes,’’ but, as the late J. 
E. Madden was wont to say, “nobody said how 
far or how fast.” Heed this, you horsemen who 
hold that “an ounce of blood is worth a pound 
of bone.” 

Herr Becker continues with, “It would be a 
boon to the English race horse if there was a law, 
as there is in France, to interdict the procreation 
of horses possessed of hereditary infirmities. 
Before the owner of a stallion is permitted to of- 
fer the horse as a candidate for public favor, he 
must be examined and approved by an officer 
appointed by the Government, this a powerful 
guarantee against breeding rubbish. And I hap- 
pen to know that these commissioners are most 
particular in respect of such blemishes as im- 
pede a free action.’”’” Now I am wondering, since 
there has been such a loud and prolonged lament 
anent the exceedingly large number of undesir- 
ables amongst the Thoroughbreds of America if 
this is not the best means yet advanced of halt- 
ing the production of such animals.

UCH has been done by the mares and fillies 

in American racing these past several sea- 
sons to put to rout the old prejudice which has 
existed since time immemorable against this so- 
called “weaker sex.” There are many horsemen 
who still cling tenaciously to the theory that a 
mare is of little or no value as a racing tool, but 
their number is rapidly diminishing. Those who 
harbor misgivings regarding the quality of mares 
as racing propositions will tell you that when 
fillies and mares can win as many of the more 
important stakes as has been the case of late 
years it is a good indication that the colts and 
horses are an inferior lot. This contention is 
but the “grasping at a straw” in an effort to 
cast aside suspicions as to the substantiality of 
the prejudice on the part of those who would ap- 
pear very learned in such matters and are ever 
quoting some old axiom to the uninitiated as im- 
pressive evidence of a profound knowledge of 
the mechanics of the sport. If they were to 
encounter one with the facts in this particular 
they would be, in the vernacular, “left-handed to 
death.” 

All that would be necessary to refute this time- 
worn prejudice is a compilation of the past per- 
formances of such as Pansy Walker, Lady Broad- 
cast, Rose Of Sharon, Easter Stockings, Snow- 
flake, Current, Edith Cavell, Anita Peabody, 
Risque, Baba Kenny, Betty Derr and one or two 
others which I may have overlooked. The races 
in recent seasons of Rose of Sharon, Edith Cavell, 
Snowflake, Pansy Walker, Lady Broadcast and 
Easter Stockings will, I think, compare favorably 
with the performances of the sterner sex of either 
season. In one point only can the colts and 
horses claim an “edge,” i. e., consistency. It is 
only the natural handicap under which the 
“weaker sex’’ struggles which prevents their 
gaining equal favor in that direction also. 

As an instance of what a really first-class race 
mare can do, consider the effort of Lady Broad- 
cast in winning the Lincoln Handicap over the 
mile and one-quarter route at the Crete oval re- 
cently. Lady Broadcast gave away weight, ac- 
cording to the scale, to every other horse in the 
race, with the exception of My Dandy and Victo- 
rian, and neither of the latter two were in the 
picture. She ran the distance in track-record 
time, 2:03 3-5, clipping two-fifths of a second 
off the mark set by Mike Hall, generally rated 
at that time as a world’s champion. 

Another notable achievement of a member of 


the lightly regarded sex which contributed much 
in inspiration of these lines was that of Pansy 
Walker in the Steger Handicap, also at Lincoln 
Fields. The Steger is at one mile, and the *Sir 
Gallahad III filly was giving actual weight to 
every other starter with the exception of H. P. 
Headley’s Pigeon Hole, and she was giving that 
horse weight according to the scale. The Three 
D’s filly equalled the track mark of 1:35 4-5 and 
won easily by four lengths. She was at the quar- 
ter in :22 2-5, the half in :45 and the three-quar- 
ters in 1:09 3-5. Such tried and true performers 
as Uluniu, Pigeon Hole, Beaming Over, My Dan- 
dy, Typhoon, Eskimo, Jean Lafitte, Annapolis and 
Silver Dale floundered along behind her. That 
was a mighty race and would do credit to Gallant 
Fox, Questionnaire, et al. 
HE real dark horse for the forthcoming re- 
newal of the Latonia Championship is in 
training at Churchill Downs, Louisville. This is 
Jack Weaver's good gelding Bellsmith, named for 
Junius W. Bell and William E. Smith, vice-presi- 
dent and president, respectively, of the Standard 
Oil Company of Kentucky. Mr. Smith is Jack’s 
brother-in-law and both these sportsmen’s racers 
are trained by the gentleman from Latonia. 
Weaver has had a longer run of bad luck with 
his charges than any trainer we know of. Either 
by accidents, of the variety over which we mere 
mortals have no control, or due to some infirmity, 
practically every racer in his care was rendered 
hors de combat just on the eve of the opening of 
the Kentucky spring race meetings this season. 
However, Jack has stuck to his task without a 
whimper and with exemplary patience and it be- 
gins to appear that he is to be rewarded. 

Bellsmith is the star of the Weaver-trained 
horses. The gelded bay son of Busy American— 
Annie Gilmore, by Dick Welles, showed splendid 
form at two and wound up the season with a 
victory over the best colts in the West, including 
Gallant Knight, in the Fort Thomas Handicap 
at Latonia last fall, the race being run in the 
mud. He was nominated for the Kentucky Derby 
and was regarded by many a shrewd observer as 
having a royal chance of winning that rich and 
much coveted prize. Just when he was going 
along in his best fashion in preparation for the 
race, he popped osselets on his fore ankles and 
“that was that.” Jack got a couple of races out 
of him at the last Latonia meeting, but the 
powerfully made gelding didn’t perform within 
pounds of his true form. Again his condition 
necessitated a let-up. 

The writer sees Bellsmith out for exercise each 
morning at the Downs oval and never saw him 
looking quite so good bodily or about his ankles 
since he went wrong. He seems to have spread 
out and grown considerably since last spring and 
it isn’t all the deceptive appearance which comes 
with a lay-off. Weaver has not been idle with 
his charges of late. About the only ones in the 
Latonia Championship which appear to have a 
Chinaman’s chance of beating Bellsmith if he can 
be got to the post in his best form are Gallant 
Fox and Gallant Knight and there is a strong 
possibility that neither will start. If the Busy 
American gelding continues to train as at pres- 
ent, he is going to be a fresh and powerful horse 
for either of the former to beat. 

Weaver is known to be a very good hand at 
prepping a horse for a distance race, witness the 
effort of Gowell in winning the Latonia Derby: 
many long years ago. He certainly deserves a 


few of the good “breaks” and I’d be almost as 
pleased as Jack himself to see Bellsmith win.

noticed mare on the place, by reason of the fact 
that Mate, her first foal, recently won the Breed- 
ers’ Futurity over a good field of 2-year-olds. 
Killashandra, by *Ambassador IV out of *The 
Banshee II, by His Majesty, was bred by George 
D. Widener and won in his colors at two and 
three, one race in 1924 at Belmont and one in 
1925 at Saratoga. She raced for A. C. Bostwick 
in the latter part of her 3-year-old career, run- 
ning in claiming races, but did not win. She was 
later trained for steeplechasing, but never started 
in a jumping race. Mr. Bostwick sent her to 
Kentucky, bred her to Prince Pal and got from 
her a Breeders’ Futurity winner, foaled at the 
Clarkland farm of John Wesley Marr. Mr. 
Combs became the owner of Killashandra when 
Mate was a weanling. Last year she was barren 
to Macaw. This year she has a good-looking 
filly by *Durbar II and is in foal to Broomstick. 

Killashandra is one of the best-looking mares 
on the Combs farms. She is big-boned and has 
considerable size, but could not in any way be 
regarded as coarse, nor is she big enough to make 
one fear that any of her foals would be too 
growthy. She is put together both stoutly and 
smoothly. 

Other mares in the field with the favorite in- 
cluded the following: *Nuit Blanche II, bay, 
1915, by The White Knight—Rasplata, by Wild- 
fowler, a winner up to six years and the dam of 
winners here and in England. She has a bay colt 
this year by *Durbar II and is in foal to Black 
Toney. 

*Orbite, chestnut, 1916, by Orby—Zenith, by 
Lesterlin—Stella, by Necromancer, dam of win- 
ners in England. She has been barren for several 
years, but is now in foal to Supremus. 


SWEEPING GLANCE HIGHLY PRIZED 


Sweeping Glance, bay, 1916, by Sweep— 
*Reginella, by Melton—Regina, by Uncas, bred 
by Corrigan & McKinney, taken to England by 
James W. Corrigan and brought back to America 
by Mr. Combs while she was in foal to Manna. 
Her yearling by the English Derby winner sold 
at Saratoga this year for $15,500. Sweeping 
Glance is the dam of Look Up, by Ultimus, a 
winner in England, bought by Josenh E. Widener 
at the same time Mr. Combs bought Sweeping 
Glance. Look Up is the dam of the 2-year-old 
winner Buckup, by Buchan. Sweeping Glance, 
one of the most prized mares on the place, is a 
half-sister to Sceptre and Staff, dam of My 
Dandy. She had this year a bay colt by Crusader 
which died. She was bred to *Durbar II. 


*Picoline, bay, 1927, by Son-in-Law—Picric, by 
*Voter—Gingham, by Domino, a small mare, now 
carrying her first foal, a pledge to *Pharamond. 
Picric was sent to England by Corrigan & Mc- 
Kinney, and Mr. Combs bought *Picoline at New- 
market in December of her 2-year-old year after 
she had been a winner in England. 

*La Marseillaise, bay or brown, 1914, by Fowl- 
ing-piece—Harmonia, by Martagon—-Hamptonia, 
by Hampton, imported in 1922 by Mr. Combs. 
She had no foal this year and was bred to Gen- 
eral Lee. , 

*Song Bird, bay, 1923, by Thrush—Gowrie, by 
Neil Gow, tracing back to Angelica, sister to St. 
Simon. This is a good-looking, small mare. She 
has a bay or brown colt by Black Servant and 
is now in foal to Peter Pan. 

Go Bang, chestnut, 1925, by Thunderer—Fly- 


by-Night, by Peter Pan, is a three-quarters sister 
to Flying Witch, dam of the two Futurity win- 
ners, Mother Goose and Whichone, and bears a 
similar relation to Night Rider, winner of more 
than $19,000. She is also a half-sister to Fly-by- 
Day, winner of more than $10,000. She has a 
bay filly foal by Sweep, her second produce, which 
will carry a double dose of Ben Brush. Her 
yearling colt is by *Daimyo. She is now in foal 
to *Durbar II. 
A LONGSHOT’S MAMMY 

*Ypres II, bay, 1913, by The White Knight— 
Ceannacroc, by Orme—lIvy Spray, by Galliard, a 
middle-sized mare with plenty of room inside, 
dam of the winners Warfare, North Ypres and 
Battle Sweep. North Ypres is the fellow who 
won at Agua Caliente last January and paid 
$462.80. Her 1930 foal is a bay filly by Black 
Servant. She was bred this year to Dominant 
and proved barren. 

Nebula, chestnut, 1919, by *Star Shoot—Lizzie 
Carneal, by *Sea King—Anecdote, by Tom 
Ochiltree, a small, well shaped mare with three 
white feet and a big blaze, the dam of Tiger 
Flowers. 

Noowa, brown, 1910, by *Meddler-—Hatasoo, by 
*Albert—-Hoodoo, by *Darebin, daughter of a 
mare which won $15,000 and was the dam of 
Effendi, Preakness winner, and of Pharaoh, win- 
ner of 26 races. Hatasoo was also own sister 
to Mesmerist, the best 2-year-old of his year. 
Noowa was sent to France in 1910 and returned 
to the United States at the age of ten. She is 
the dam of eight winners, including Kirkover, an 
unsound speedster which William Ziegler, Jr., 
rated so highly that he gave $15,000 for Noowa’s 
yearling at the Saratoga sales of 1929. Noowa’s 
weanling is a bay or brown colt by *Durbar IT. 
She is in foal to Sweep. 

*La Grisette, 1915, by Roi Herode—-Miss Fiora, 
by Melton—Fiona, by Amphion, a solidly built 
flecked-grey mare, half-sister to five winners and 
the dam of Norse and La Paloma. She has a 
steel-grey filly weanling by Sweep and is in foal 
to Bubbling Over. 

“Val de Grace, by Corcyra—vValentine, by 
Laveno—-Galatine, by Gallinule, a mare with a 
great pedigree, but unfortunately barren for 
three years. This year she produced a handsome 
chestnut colt by *Baigneur and was successfully 
bred to Peter Pan. She rivals Killashandra as 
a beautiful specimen of horseflesh. 

*Aqua Pura, bay, 1917, by Yankee—Aqua Viva, 
by Rabelais, a half-sister to Amorina, winner of 
the Grand Criterium and French Free Handicap. 
Her weanling is a bay colt by Sweep. 

Bell Rock, chestnut, 1924, by. Trap Rock— 
Bonne Cause, by Elf, whose first and second foals 
were lost. Her third, now a weanling, is a bay 
colt by *Durbar II. She is in foal to Crusader.

NOW WITH BROWNELL COMBS. 


HEN Brownell Combs took in tow the 

visitors from THE BLOOD-HORSE he went first 
to the broodmare barn where the weanlings are 
now pent. There are 14 stalls in the barn, each 
about 14 by 12 feet. Heavy partitions separate 
the stalls, but near the tops of these partitions 
the planks are drawn apart so that the horses 
may see from one stall to another and, after a 
fashion, commune with each other. A few yards 
from the brood mare barn is a smaller structure 
built especially for a foaling box. It is composed 
of two stalls for expectant mothers, and between 
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the stalls is a space for an attendant to sleep. 
Brownell Combs himself usually assumes the 
duties of caring for the new arrivals. 

Mr. Combs had no trouble demonstrating that 
his weanlings were doing well despite the fact 
that the sign was nowhere near the knee. He 
opened the doors of the stalls and showed the 
youngsters one by one, and they were a uni- 
formly handsome, well nourished lot. First was 
a bay filly by *Durbar II—Commotion. Next a 
high-quartered bay colt by Black Toney—*Fri- 
zeur, a beautiful youngster. Then a brown filly 
by Black Servant—-Lotus; a chestnut filly by 
High Time—*La Montagne, blocked up very 
much in the High Time fashion; a filly by Black 
Toney—North Wind; and a bay filly by Sweep-— - 
*Lady Lys. 

In the paddock adjoining the barn were two 
mares whose foals had not yet been weaned. 
One of these was *Alburn, by Alcantara II— 
Face a Main, by Ayrshire, with a bay filly by 
Chance Play. The filly is a little fine, but she 
has good, straight legs and good action and she 
has the alert disposition that goes with all the 
Hastings line—though it is usually described with 
other words then “alert.” The other mare in the 
lot was *Humanity. She is a golden chestnut, 
with one white foot and a blaze of wide area, 
fairly short-coupled above but with plenty of 
room underneath, and solidly built from muzzle 
to tail. At foot she has a bay colt by Sweep, a 
smart fellow with the signature of Ben Brush 
on him. 

MANTA’S DAM AMONG THEM 

A short drive out the main gate and down the 
Walnut Hill Pike to the left was enough to bring 
the visitors to the residence of Lucas B. Combs, 
but before they arrived there they came to a 
field of mares which provoked, questions as to 
their identity. Brownell waved a deprecating 
hand. Just some of his stock. But they ought 
to be looked at, and out piled the visitors and 
host and began looking, though the visitors had 
now come to the conclusion that it was going 
to be impossible to take more than a running 
glance at the rest of the stock, for a noonday 
sun was already beating down and the _ boss 
probably was back in the office banging his fist 
on those untenanted desks. We may run these 
mares over rapidly, though they deserve more 
attention. 

Pearl River, chestnut, 1926, by Runnymede— 
*Frizeur, a big, young mare that was kept from 
training by an accident to a foot. She has a 
yeailing by Infinite and is in foal to *Durbar II. 

Cecile, chestnut, 1924, by Peter Pan—*Lady 
Lys, a large but unusually well formed mare. 
Her first foal, by Dominant, is now a yearling. 
She is in foal to Sweep. 

Paloma, chestnut, 1921, by Golden Sun (Eng). 
—*Shy Missie, by Ayrshire. Brownell Combs 
bred Paloma and from her bred Manta, which 
won for him the Orphanage Stakes last year and 
the Enquirer Handicap this season. Paloma is a 
stockily built mare, big-bodied, and not very tall. 

Humming Bird, a_ solid chestnut, 1927, by 
*Stefan the Great—-*Humanity, now in her first 
year in the stud. She was bred to Supremus. 
She is the youngest of the daughters of *Human- 
ity now in stud service here, the others being 
North Wind, Lotus and Commotion. 

*La Montagne, dark chestnut, 1917, by Ver- 
dun—Diavolezza, by Le Sagittaire, bred to 
Bubbling Over. 


*Frizeur, chestnut, 1916, by *Sweeper—Fri- 


zette, by Hamburg, a handsome mare, the dam 
of Black Curl. She is in foal to Bubbling Over. 
*Frizeur and Paloma are the pets of the bunch. 

Lotus, chestnut, 1923, by *Light Brigade— 
*Humanity, bred to Crusader. 

North Wind, chestnut, 1922, by *North Star 
III—*Humanity, bred to High Time. 

*Lady Lys, chestnut, 1915, by Sunstar— 
Alicia, by Bend Or, in foal to Broomstick. 

Perhaps the chief tribute that can be paid to 
these mares in common is the fact that Brownell 
Combs owns them. He is one of the most suc- 
cessful of the younger breeders, and to him 
breeding horses is not only play, but work. He 
takes it seriously, and the fact that he takes it 
seriously has been largely responsible for the 
fact that it has yielded him bounteous dividends. 


AT RUNNER'S REST. 

ROUND the corner then and up to the home 

of Lucas B. Combs on _ Shelby Lane. 
Runner’s Rest they call it, not so much because 
runners rest there as because of the fact that 
the hilltop on which the house is built appears 
once to have been the site of an Indian camp and 
the spot, perhaps, as a local Indianologist sug- 
gested, where runners rested on their way be- 
tween Boonesboro and somewhere else. The 
writer, as one can see without removing his 
leather spectacles, 
has a very hazy no- 
tion about the mat- 
ter, but it would be 
just as well to say 
they named it Run- 
ner’s Rest because 
runners rest there, 
anyway. 

Mrs. Lucas. B. 
Combs now became 
cicerone to the par- 
ty, while Brownell 
Combs hurried 
through the back 
lot and home. It 
seems that jury 
business was occu- 
pying the time of 
Lucas B. Combs, 
have to worry with 


Lucas B. COMBs. 
and so Mrs. Combs would 
these people from the city. 

Now, horses are even more numerous at 
Runner’s Rest than at Belair. There are Lord 
knows how many mares and 17 sucklings, eight 
of them colts and nine fillies. Most of the mares 
and their equine brats were across the “holler” 
and on the hill by Shelby Lane and Mrs. Combs 
thought it would be better to drive over in 
Elizabeth. It happened that way, and Elizabeth 
snorted to a standstill in the midst of as pretty 
a lot of Thoroughbred people as one would hope 
to find in a pasture. To be as stingy as possible 
with space, the group included the following: 

*Brace Up, chestnut, 1912, by *Planudes— 
Monaido, by *Candlemas, with a chestnut colt 
by Peter Pan, the youngest foal on the place, 
arrived May 20. The mare was bred back to 
Peter Pan but proved barren. 

Dark Flower, chestnut, 1916, by St. Amant— 
*Presanella, by Cyllene, with a chestnut filly by 
Flight of Time and bred to Pompey. 

A WILDAIR—FATIMA II COLT 

*Fatima II, bay, 1915, by Radium—Favilla, by 
Desmond—Startling, by Laveno—Astrology, by 
Hermit, dam of that Hurry On colt which brought 
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the fabulous price of $70,000 at the yearling 
sales of 1927. At foot she has a Wildair colt, a 
sturdy fellow with all the external equipment 
needed for a racer. She was barren in 1928 
to Black Toney and this year to High Time. 


Mistress Ballot, chestnut, 1916, by Ballot— 
School Mistress, by Hamburg. Mistress Ballot 
wears two white stockings behind, and her *North 
Star III colt has gone her one better and has 
added a big blaze to his three stockings. He is 
a spider-legged youngster. 

Last Night, brown, 1919, by Ultimus—Star 
Dreamer, by *Star Ruby, a fairly recent addition 
to the band. She has a chestnut filly by Cru- 
sader, a right peart filly, as we countrymen say, 
which is possessed of such a faultless conforma- 
tion and such winning manners that Mrs. Combs 
has long since abandoned speaking of her ex- 
cept in superlatives. 

*Miramonde, bay, 1908, by Desmond—-Admira- 
tion, by Saraband (and what a pedigree that is) 
with a bay filly by *Chicle (and what another 
pedigree is there). *Miramonde was bred to 
Supremus this year but is not in foal. 

Mira Mia, bay, 1927, by Pennant—-*Miramonde, 
with her first foal, a chestnut colt by Bubbling 
Over, and now in foal to Broadside. 

Solitude, bay or brown, 1923, by *Tchad—*Shy 
Missie, by Ayrshire, with a brown colt by Westy 
Hogan and bred to Swinburne. 

*Resplendant, bay, 1917, by *Voter—Glorita, 
by Ajax, with a brown filly by Black Toney, and 
in foal to Peter Pan. 

Burgee, chestnut, 1923, by Pennant——*After- 
noon, by *Prince Palatine, a half-sister to The 
Nut. In decided contrast to her golden chestnut 
was the brown coat of her spry Black Toney 
filly. And though The Estes did not take suffi- 
cient time to mark down a detailed description 
of any of the lot, he came away with the impres- 
sion that the filly was one of the prettiest young- 
sters he had clapped eyes on. 

*Refugee III, chestnut, 1917, by Roi Herode— 
Aliena, by Mackintosh. She has a chestnut filly 
by *Durbar II and is in foal to Peter Pan. 


IT’S ROLLING LAND 


Those were all the mares in the field. On the 
way back Elizabeth took them by a paddock 
where stood Red Wreath, a blind Peter Pan mare 
which was one of the many sent this year to the 
court of old Broomstick. She is in foal. 

And while we're paused here waiting for Watt 
to open the gate, it might be good to comment 
that if it’s rolling land you like for your horses, 
Runner’s Rest is it. These hills roll, and so do 
those of Belair. They go up and down almost 
with vehemence. There is still some grazable 
grass on them, and will be more, now that a 
good, wet rain has fallen. The Combses have 
been very fortunate in the matter of water, for 
they have several springs on the place, from one 
of which they have piped pure water for the use 
of the inmates both of the houses and of the 
stables. 

Now Mrs. Combs fed the hungry and led them 
forth again to another pasture where six mares 
and six foals were conducting themselves as be- 
fitting their respective stations. These were a 
group of foals which arrived earlier than those 
previously seen, but they will be weaned at the 
same time as the others, “when the sign is in 
the feet.” These were: 

Kurna, bay, 1917, by *Out of Reach—Incogni- 
ta, by Disguise, with a bay colt by Peter Pan, 
and bred to Sweep. 

*Miniato, bay, 1916, by Querido—Fiesole, by 


*Goldfinch—Firenzi, by Glenelg, with a bay filly 
by Black Servant, and in foal to Broomstick. 
*Miniato, like that hefty son of hers, Magnifico, 
is a big and heavy sort, though not badly pro- 
portioned. 

Waif, bay, 1916, by Greenback (St. Frusquin) 
— Panasine, by Peter Pan, with a bay colt by 
*Durbar II. Another one that is in foal to 
Broomstick. More Whitney blood. 

*Liberte, bay or brown, 1925, by Radames— 
Liberty, by Kroonstad, with her first foal at foot, 
a bay filly by *Chicle which is not quite up to 
the others in her growth. *Liberte is in foal to 
Peter Pan. 

Persian Rose, chestnut, 1919, by The Manager 
——-Kin Rose, by Kingston. Her chestnut colt by 
*North Star III is good-looking, big one. She 
was bred to Crusader this year. 

Cullinan, chestnut, 1918, by Celt—Diamontina, 
Eon, with a big-boned, smart-looking filly by 
Mad Hatter. Cullinan is carrying a foal by *St. 
Germans. 

*HOLLISTER AND BROADSIDE 


The stallions, somehow, had been left to the 
last. There are only two of them on the Combs 
farms, as the father and both his sons have made 
it a custom to patronize popular outside sires. 
The two are *Hollister and Broadside, the former 
the property of A. Kingsley Macomber and the 
latter of Lucas B. Combs. 

*Hollister was led out first, a slightly dappled 
brown, big-boned in the legs, sleek and well 
turned in the body. He is a gentle fellow, unlike 
his next door neighbor, which is one of a tribe 
that can stir up more trouble than a politician 
out of office, if the notion seizes. *Hollister is 
now in America for the second time, having been 
returned here after racing successfully in France. 
He is a stakes winner both in America and 
France, and as for his breeding, he represents 
that facetious epitome of class, by a Derby win- 
ner out of an Oaks winner, Sunstar and Our 
Lassie, by Ayrshire. Last spring was his first 
stud season in America, but he is represented by 
at least two good racers in this country, *The 
Ace II, a steeplechaser, and Pigeon Hole, winner 
of the rich Arlington Handicap this year and of 
other stakes in previous seasons. The fact that 
Pigeon Hole is out of a *Sweeper II mare is a 
gentle suggestion that what *Hollister needs is 
Ben Brush, Domino and other American blood in 
his mates. He was well patronized last spring, 
and his breeding, record and conformation are 
enough to suggest that he will have good oppor- 
tunities for success here. 

Broadside is registered as a brown, but he is 
only a shade this side of jet. He is not as large 
as *Hollister and has not filled out much since 
his retirement. He is a trim horse, clean-cut 
and sharp, a racing type all over. Man o’ War 
is his sire and *Blue Glass, by *Prince Palatine, 
4alf-sister to *Hourless, is his dam. Broadside’s 
winnings were over $32,000. His popularity as 
a stock horse has already been evidenced. In his 
first season in the stud his book was full soon 
after he was announced as a stallion. 

The stallion barn is a four-stall affair. Two 
adjacent roms are occupied by *Hollister and 
Broadside, and the other two are empty. The 
stalls are about 12 by 12 feet, and each has two 
windows through which its inmate may watch 
the world go by. 


CONCLUDING WITH A FABLE 


It appeared that this exhausted the list of 
horses at Runner’s Rest, but Mr. Combs has some 
others at his other farm, Broadside. Most of 
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those are given in the following list, along with 
the name of the stallion to which they were bred 
this year, all of them having been barren for the 
previous season: Amity Claim (Peter Pan), 
Juicy Frit (Sweep), Nancy Dyer (*St. Germans, 
not in foal), Over-the-Moon (Peter Pan), Quarrel 
(Broadside), *Sunfish (Peter Pan), Trifling 
(*Durbar II), *Victoire de Verdun (Broadside), 
Eden Hall (Broadside, not in foal), Refine, by 
Ormondale (Broadside), Oroya, by *Master 
Charlie (*Waygood). Those are no mean mares. 
Amity Claim, for instance, is by Rock View out 
of Gold and is a half-sister to Knobbie, and 
Trifling, for another instance, is by Broomstick 
out of Vexatious and a three-quarters sister to 
Diavolo. 

There is one more paragraph that demands to 
be written before this desultory story ends. It 
tells how there are at least five different brood- 
mare barns at Runner’s Rest and how there are 
no foaling boxes, because Mr. Combs has come 
to the conclusion that it is better to allow each 
mare to bring forth in her own stall. And since 
foals, under this system, arrive at so many dif- 
ferent points on the farm, it was quite a problem 
how to provide a sleeping place for an attendant 
so as to have the attendant always within easy 
hearing distance. Mr. Combs solved the prob- 
lem by securing an old voting booth with wheels 
on it, such as you see commonly in Fayette 
County when certain so-called issues are about to 
come to a head. And whenever you see that old 
voting booth parked alongside a stable on the 
hills at Runner’s Rest in the springtime, you can 
guess there’s a long-legged candidate for the 
Saratoga sales ring about to arrive. This being 
the fable of how horse sense was introduced into 
a voting booth. 


BOOTLAND BABBLE

HERE’S going to be starting from stalls at 

Louisville and Latonia. The American Turf 
Association management took ’em off at Lexing- 
ton’s fall meeting, and it was intended to keep 
’em off at Churchill Downs and Latonia, but the 
horsemen stepped in and the American Turf As- 
sociation changed his mind. Yes, siree, the fel- 
lows who pay the bills on the animated part of 
the performance had Fred Forsythe, secretary of 
the Thoroughbred Horse Association, prepare a 
petition for restoration of the stalls, which they 
signed very numerously. Then Mr. Forsythe 
sent the Association’s field man, Malcolmn N. 
Macfarlan, to Colonel M. J. Winn at Lincoln 
Fields, and word came back to Mr. Forsythe 
through Mr. Macfarlan that Colonel Winn would 
have the Waite stalls at both meetings. But I 
motice the press agents who were a few weeks 
ago announcing that the stalls would not be in 
use in Kentucky this autumn have not made any 
explanation as to what brought about the oppo- 
site announcement. Speaking of changes, 
the American Turf Association’s manager was 
about as busy as the throttle pusher on a switch 
engine as regards dates for meetings and stakes 
events on his Three L circuit this year, all be- 
cause of his making his Kentucky plants sub- 
servient to his Illinois plants. He now announces 
that the Latonia Championship Stakes will be 
run on the first day of the meeting (October 18) 
instead of the last day (November 15), and about 
the same time came the announcement that Gal- 
lant Fox is to be one of the starters. Maybe it 
was to get Gallant Fox to appear at the Milldale 
plant that this switch was made. It would seem 


so, because it had been stated that Mr. Wood- 
ward, having made up his mind to retire Gallant 
Fox to the stud, had no fancy for racing him as 
late as the middle of November. If that was the 
reason, it was a good switch, because it will af- 
ford opportunity for another meeting of Gallant 
Knight against the champion. There are a lot 
of people who, like Trainer Kay Spence, have the 
idea that the colt from Audley can trim the colt 
from Belair, and there are just worlds of others 
who are anxious to see whether or not those folk 
are right. If only those two go out for the blood 
and money it will be a race traveling a long way 
to see. Herby’s going to start early for Latonia 
that day, so as to get a seat in the grandstand, 
and he’s hoping that the Honorable Polk doesn’t 
stand for anybody’s suggestion to raise the price 
of admission like they do at Churchill Downs on 
Derby Day, because Herby’s got to lay down his 
silver fish to get in. 


NEW YORK 


AQUEDUCT’S LAST WEEK. 
OOD horses are plentiful for the waning 
phases of the sport in New York. James 
Fitzsimmons, George Odom and other members 
of the old guard among the trainers are taking 
advantage of the slightly lessened competition to 
score numerous victories for their stables. Mary- 
land has attracted some of the best of the New 
York racers by the offers of better purses, but 
there are plenty for both states. The Aqueduct 
meeting was featured last Saturday by renewals 
of the Harbor Hill Steeplechase and the Aqueduct 
Handicap. The 15-day meeting there closes Oc- 
tober 4, Jamaica follows with 15 days beginning 
October 6, and Empire City closes the season 
with 14 days beginning October 23. 


ORMESBY SHOWS HIS FORM. 

Like Gallant Fox, another son of his sire, 
Ormesby, waited until the season was old before 
showing his best effort as a 2-year-old. He car- 
ried 112 pounds and won the Babylon Handicap 
($3,500 added, 2-year-olds, six furlongs) at Aque- 
duct September 25, defeating the Tedlu Stable’s 
Rollin In (110) by a head in a fierce duel which 
lasted all the way down the long stretch. Rollin 
In had been prepared for a “killing’’ and was 
heavily bet on, being backed from tens down to 
fives at the close. The winner closed at 10 or 12 
to 1. Ormesby started from No. 11 position, 
moved over fast and forced the pace of Rollin In 
until he collared and passed the latter in the 
stretch. Gigantic (107) was third, and the beaten 
field included the Hopeful winner, Epithet (top 
weight, 128). Others were Twenty Grand (111), 
Brusher (112), Neverfade (112), Beau Jolie 
(114), Knowlton (109), Billour (105), Camper 
(109), Chicsu (113), Gaelic Prince (109). Time,

CANADA 


CURTAIN FALLS AT WOODBINE. 


ACING in Canada, in direct contrast to that in 

the United States, reaches its finest flower- 
ing at the beginning and the end of the season. 
Woodbine Park, whose meetings are the most 
pretentious staged in Canada, closed its gates 
Saturday and there now remain only the meet- 
ings at Long Branch and Dufferin Park, both in 
the vicinity of Toronto, before the racing season 
ends in the Dominion. Woodbine closed with a 
quadruple-featured program, the features being 
the Hendrie Steeplechase, Lansdowne Nursery, 
Ontario Jockey Club and Durham Cup Handicaps. 
The Woodbine management takes pains to see 
that a goodly number of its stakes are reserved 
for horses bred in Canada and thus assures a 
fairly even distribution of money between United 
States and Canadian owners. 


YARN BEST IN STANLEY PRODUCE. 


If A. Charles Bostwick would keep his horses 
at home, Harry Payne Whitney would win more 
stakes. Mr. Bostwick sent his Mate to Kentucky 
to defeat Pennate in the Breeders’ Futurity, and 
the following week he sent Yarn (111) to Wood- 
bine Park and defeated Hatbroom (123) in the 
thirty-first running of the Stanley Produce 
Stakes (3-year-olds, $10,000 added, 114 miles). 
In each race the Bostwick horse was a 1 to 2 
favorite, and in each case it was Jockey A. 
Robertson that saw the Bostwick horse pull away 
from him in the stretch. Maiben stayed off the 
pace with Yarn and saved ground carefully, 
moved up on the last turn and took the lead, 
pulling out from his field in the straightaway to 
win easily from Hatbroom by five lengths. Var- 
sity (107) was third and Workless (114) fourth. 
Others in the field were Dark Sea (114), Brother 
Rank (114) and Aymond (122). The purse was 
divided $11,300, $1,500, $500, $250. The time was

N another page appears an advertisement of 
the stakes and racing program for the Tan- 
foran meeting in San Mateo County, California, 
just outside of San Francisco. It has been a long 
while since racing of high class has been seen in 
Northern California and the revival of racing at 
Tanforan is a distinct gain for the Turf. 
Tanforan is a beautiful spot. Erected only a 
few years ago by Adolph and Rudolph Spreckels, 


Herbert Fleischaker, Frank Kelley and other 
millionaires, racing was attempted without 
betting of any character with the result that 
the million dollar property was a disappointment 
and a failure. 

The Pacific Coast Breeders Association, com- 
posed of the leading breeders of the Western 
Coast, purchased the property last year, and the 
initial meeting was held in April. The tremendous 
crowds composed of the best citizenship of the 
State of California, demonstrated beyond ques- 
tion that Thoroughbred racing still has a great 
appeal to the people of that section, and a great 
future is predicted for Tanforan under its new 
management.

DONCASTER YEARLING SALES 


URING the four days of the sales at Don- 

caster, England, September 9, 10, 11 and 12, 
the total obtained was 183,715 guineas for 285 
head, by comparison with 289,688 for 312 head 
last year. Thus there was a decrease of 105,973 
guineas in the total of this year by comparison 
with last year, and there were only 27 head 
fewer sold. The average last year was approxi- 
mately $4,625, while this year it was approxi- 
mately $3,223. In 1928 the average for 344 year- 
lings was approximately $5,785.

At four he started three tinies, his first out being second to Fair Ball in a 
purse race, and then winning the Stars and Stripes Handicap and Arlington Cup. He bowed a tendon while 
at exercise at Arlington Park and this caused his retirement from racing. BLUE LARKSPUR’S dam, 
Blossom Time, won the Pimlico Futurity, Brilliance and Consolation Stakes, is also the dam of the stakes 
winner Bradley’s Peggy, and is half-sister to Broadway Jones, Miss Jemima, Befuddle, Beelzebub, and 
Banker Brown, winner for eight seasons. He comes from a stout and winning line of dams.
